will never fade from our memory as an example of the first ; and the

is, in the mouth of Mademoiselle Rachel, what the dreadful imprecation 
of Lear was onthe eloquent tongue of Kean—the Kean—making the 
difference in her favour between Corneille and Shakspere. Those perfect, © + 
studies of art, mingled with and illustrated by the constantly succeeding _ 
and unexpected bursts of inspiration which characterise the style, so per- 2 
fectly original, of Mademoiselle Rachel, cannot be contemplated without 
interest and improvement, equally by the artist, the moralist, the philoso- 
pher, and the poet. 

We welcome, as we are sure the public will, most cordially, this gifted 
stranger again to shores where genius and worth are ever at home. 

Neither Phillips nor Giubilei will be at DruryLane Theatre next season, 
both having had enough of the grand maestro’s brow-beating ; we believe, 
that Giubilei goes to Covent Garden. 

Miss Grant made her appearance a few days back at the Norwich The- 
atre, and was most warmly received by the audience. The papers speak 
in very high terms of her performances; we copy the following from The 
Norwich Gazette:—MissGrant, besides being an accomplished songstress, 
plays with great vivacity of manner ; dresses with equal attention to the 
appropriate in costume; and the features of her countenance are ex- 
tremely pleasing—especially when lighted up by the archness of true 
comic expression, with which she well knows how and when to invest 
them ; but it was in the old but always popular Burletia of Midas that 
she hadthe opportunity of displaying to advantage her natural endowments 
and _ professional acquisitions, which in point of organic compass and 
quality no less than in the desiderata of taste, feeling, and execution, are 
of a high and promising kind.—This young lady, who as a metropolitan 
vocalist, seems not as yet to have put herself very forward, took us, we 
confess rather by surprise ; but then the surprise was an agreeable one.
